An interesting political story revolving 
around the Public Administrator’s office 
is being widely discussed by politicians 
in the local primary campaign. The 
public administratorship, with fees pur- 
ported to aggregate from $10,000 to $20,- 
000 a year, is the richest prize to be 
awarded by the voters of St. Louis at 
the November election, and there is a 
| bitter fight among several Repubiican 
candidates for the nomination. : 

The story relates to efforts purporting 
to be made by Harry Troll, incumbent, 
and his political associates, to retain 
a hold on the office under his successor. 
The fight for the nomination is said Sy 
politicians to be principally between 
George P. Weinbrenner, City Marshal, 
and Frank Slater, chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee. A Post-Dis- 
patch reporter interviewed Weinbrenne: 
and got from him his story of the af- 
fair, and also saw Harry Troll, who de- 
nied emphatically many of the statc- 
ments made by Weinbrenner. 

Weinbrenner’s Story. 

Here is Weinbrenner’s story, as told 
in detail to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“About two months ago Charles (Cap) 
Troll, a half-brother. of Harcy Troll, 
came to see me in my office, then in :he 
old Four Courts Building. He said: 

“ ‘Weinbrenner, I want to run you far 
Public Administrator. I want to beat 
Eddie Lee with you. He is goirg to be 
a hard man to beat, but I can beat Lim 
with you.’ ” 

“At that time I was considering the 
advisability of running for Sheriff,”’ 
continued Weinbrenner, ‘‘and had no 
thought of running for Public Adminis- 
trator. ‘Cap’ Troll proceeded to unfo!4 
his plan to me, as follows: 

“Now all that Ibkhave to ask of you, if 
you are nominated and elected, is that 
you deposit the funds of the office in a, 
trust company of which Harry will be 
vice-president, after his term expires. 
To make. the campaign I will furnish 
you $4000, $2000 right away, and $2000 
later, as you need it.’’ 

“Tt told Troll,’’ Weinbrenner said, ‘“‘that 
I had no use for that much campaign 
money, and that I had made up my 
mind to run for Sheriff. Despite that 
fact, he went over to Weeke’s saloon 
and spread the report that he was going 
to run me for Public Administrator to 
beat Excise Commissioner Lee, who was 
then thinking of running. 


Receive, a Call From Lee. 

‘Tt was not long until Lee came to see 
me, and said he heard that Cap Troll 
wanted to run me for Public Adminis- 
trator to beat him. 

‘I said it was true. ~.. then asked me 
if I was elected if I had any intention 
of appointing Harry Troll my attorney. 
I told him I had no such intention. 

‘Lee then said that he had consented 
to run for Public Administrator, not be- 
cause he wanted the office, but for the 
sole purpose of forcing Harry Troll out 
and restoring confidence in the office. 
He said: ‘As you have no intention of 
appointing Harry Troll for your attor- 
ney, I am going to keep out of the race, 
and I want you to file for Public Ad- 
ministrator. As Cap Troll wants you to 
run to beat me, I want you to run to 
beat ‘Cap’ Troll. 


“T again met ‘Cap’ Troll. He told 
me they wanted Henry Kiel to have. 
the nomination for Sheriff, and me to 
have the Public Administratorship.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—By 
strict party vote of 6 to 3, Elections 
Committee No. 2 of the House of 
Representatives today voted to un-f 
seat the wealthy Republican Repre- 
sentative, Theron E. Catlin of the 
Eleventh (St. Louis) District of Mis- 
sourt, and to install in his place 
former Representative Patrick F.

TOWNS; 30 DEAD 


Ney., Destroyed by Cloud- 
burst; 23 Bodies Recovered. 


RENO, Nev., July 19.—Searching par- 
ties from Lovelock and _ surrounding 
towns are scouring the flood-swept can- 
yon and hillsides near Mazuma and Sev- 
en Troughs, in Humboldt County, Nev., 
for bodies of victims of the cloudburst 
which washed out the two mining camps 
yesterday. 

Late advices from the scene of the dis- 
aster state 23 bodies have been recovered 
and it is believed the death list will 
numbr 30 or more. 

At Seven Troughs no loss of life has 
been reported, but the town practic- 
ally was wiped out. 

At Mazuma a wall of water 15 feet 
high swept down the narrow canyon 
without warning. It carried everything 
before it. 

Rescue work brought gruesome evi- 
dence of the tragedy. The. finding of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Trenchard was fol- 
lowed by a surprise when it was found 
John Tren- 
chard is expected to die, but hope is 
held out that his wife will recover. 

Seven Troughs is situated half way up 
on the mountain side and Mazguma is at 
the base, with a canyon three miles 
away.

“Getting better sewers is the first 
thing we hope to accomplish,” said Mrs.

The city ought to dd #£=xsomething 
about it. Even if it turns out that we 
cannot be reimbursed for our losses, we 
surely have a right to demand that the 
city protect us from the danger of such 
losses hereafter.’’

But 
J paid taxes to construct sewers with 
the understanding that they were to 
be adequate. Three of my tenants have 
already cancelled leases and moved out. 
It seems to me the city should be held 
responsible for this in some way.

Court of Appeals Sustains De- 
cree Granted Two Years Ago ’ 
to Mrs. Thiesen. 


Mrs. Minnie H. Thiesen of Glendale 
obtained an absolute divorce from Peter 
O. Thiessen, a real estate dealer of 1431 
Penrose street, by a decision handed 
down by the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
Friday.

“Serious and Big Offense.” 

When asked why he had fixed the 
bond at an amount several thousand 
dollars greater than usually is demand- 
ed in larceny cases, Ossenfort said it 
was “a serious and a big offense.’’ He 
said he placed the bond at $7500 of his 
own volition.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—The report of the Stanley Com- 
mittee investigating the United States Steel corporation, deals at 
great length with the absorption by the Steel Trust of the Tennes- 
see Coal and Iron Co. during the panic of 1907, and criticizes in de- 
tail the action of Roosevelt in granting immunity to the Steel Cor- 
poration to thus eliminate its most powerful and only serious rival. 


The report, which will be presented to 
the House of Representatives on Mon- 
day or Tuesday of next week, asserts 
that: 

“If the Steel corporation could have 
absorbed the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Co. without a semblance of injury to 
the steel industry or without the viola- 
tion of existing. law, it would not have 
been necessary for Judge Gary and Mr. 
Frick, on a special car rigged up at 
midnight, to make that hurried trip to 
Washington or to confer with the Pres- 
ident before breakfast.

And among those as- 
sets was a large block of securities of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. To say 
that Mr. Perkins had no such purpose 
and that he did not place this bank 
in jeopaidy as a part of the precon- 
ceived plan to wrench from the members 
of this syndicate the control of the 
stock of the T. C. and I. Co., leaves 
the act itself as culpable as ever, and 
it is inconceivable that machinations so 
mischievous, not to say criminal, could 
have been the effect of mere perversity 
or stupidity.’ 

The report des thes how, without any 
money changing he.ds, the bonds of the 
7. C. and J. Co., aggregating $34,648,,- 
977.64, were transferred to the United 
States Steel Corporation after negotia- 
tions in which J. P. Morgan,’ Lewis 
Cass Ledyard, H. C. Frick, Judge Gary 
and George W. Perkins represented the 
Steel Corporation. The report continues: 

“It is not surprising that the gen- 
tlemen who engineered this deal and 
who reaped a rich harvest from the 
conditions then existing in New York 
financial circles, whether they pro- 
duced that condition or not, did not 
\feel absolutely secure or certain 
without the ultimate action of those 
entrusted with the enforcement of 
the law.” 

The report quotes in detail from the 
evidence relating to the visit of Messrs. 
Gary and Frick to the White House to 
obtain the consent of President Roose- 
velt to this transaction, and — velt’s 
letter to Attorney-Genera: Bonoparate 
is reproduced at length.

leged statement of facts: 

(a) A certain business firm of real 
importance in New York, having among 
its assets a majority of the stock of

poration. 

(b) This unknown concern was urgent- 
ly pressing the Steel corporation to take 
over its assets. 

(c) The Steel corporation hesitated to 
take over this stock since it would de- 
rive no benefit from the purchase and 
would be unjustly attacked if it did so, 
and accused of endeavoring to secure a 
monopoly as a result of this purchase, 
which accusation is untrue and unwar- 
ranted. 

(d) The corporation had been for years 
refusing to acquire any more steel prop- 
erty for fear it might get more than 50 
per cent of the business. 

(e) That the responsible bankers of 
New York, acting in concert, were im- 
ploring the Stéel corporation to take 
over this property, even at a loss, to 
prevent a general industrial smash-up.” 

Much Imaccuracy in Few Words. 

Such were the representations made 
by Messrs. Frick and Gary to the 
President of the United States. The 
same number of palpably inaccurate 
statements jwere probably never 
couched in the same number of words, 
before or since. 

The report takes up every one of the 
above statements and shows ‘from the 
testimony that one and all were with- 
out foundation. 

In criticism of Roosevelt the report 
Says: | 

‘If Col. Roosevelt believed that the 
property was purchased at a loss to 
the Steel Corporation it could only have 
been due to an absolute lack of any ac- 
curate information with reference to 
the extent of the value of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Co.’s holdings. The Pres- 
ident seems to have regarded the United 
States Steel Corporation simply in the 
light of a manufacturer of finished ma- 
terials and never to have considered 
the extent of its holdings of raw ma- 
terial or the effect of that holding 
upon the steel industry.

“It is surprising ‘Ahat the Steel 
Corporation’s rapid and extended con- 
trol over natural resources had up to 
this time entirely escaped the atten- 
tion of the President. <Any investi- 
gation of this company’s affairs, 
however casual, would have revealed 
it. Among other thing it is mani- 
fest that the Bureau. of Corporations 
was advised as to the location and 
extent of the mines and ore holdings 
of the Steel Corporation. It appears 
that the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions had been investigating this 
company since 1906. 

Control of Ore Vital. 

“Having already obtained control of 
the Lake Superior ores, it was vitally 
important that this concern, above all 
others, should not pre-empt the only 
other supply of available ores on the 
continent. In this case, however, the 
President did not ask nor did the Com- 
missioner of Corporations proffer any 
information whatever. As to the con- 
tention that the President and the Stee! 
corporation prevented a general indus- 
trial ‘smash-up,’ it is stoutly maintained 
by Col. Roosevelt, and by Judge Gary 
that the advantage in the ‘sweetening’ 
of Grant B. Schley’s obligations—that 
is, the substitution of steel bonds for 
Tennessee Coal and Iron stock in about 
$6,000,000 or $7,000,000 out of $38,000,000 of 
loans—prevented the most disastrous 
panic in recent times. 


“How a panic which had persist- 
ently resisted the combined efforts 
of the federal Government and John 
D. Rockefeller and J. P. Morgan, and 
company and remained in unabated 
fury after Morgan and Rockefeller 
had turned loose $60,000,009 and the 
Federal Treasury $25,000,000 more, 
should suddenly be stilted by this 
manipulation of Grant B. Schley’s 
loan, has not been explained, either 
by Mr. Roosevelt or by any other 
witness. Yet it is @rgently main- 
tained that the panic continued prior 
to this magical scoop of securities 
and that the instant the Steel Cor- 
poration acquired the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Co.’s stock it subsided in- 
stantly and permanently, 

“That Col. Roosevelt distinctly heard 
ominous rumblings in Wall street at the 
time he consented to this’ remarkable 
merger cannot be doubted... In the light 
of subsequent events, it is equally cer- 
tain that it was receding and not an 
approaching financial cataclysm which 
disturbed him. In an editorial on June 
7, 1911, published in the New York World, 


was over, prior to the interview between 
Col. Roosevelt and the representative of 
the Steel corporation.” 

Helped by Roosevelt, 

Up until the ‘time of this interview 
the Steel corporation owed its success 
and its permanency to the power and 
the skill of the financiers who had cre- 
ated it and the fronmasters who had 
directed its operation. Since that time 
its dominence has been due in no small 
measure to the sudden, ill-considered 
and arbitrary fiat of the chief executive. 

The President’s refusal to interfere 
was an absolute warrant to proceed. A 
suggestion from him to the ‘Attorney- 
General was equivalent to a command, 
and upon the refusal of the Attorney- 
General to act the corporation was im- 
mune. This is admitted by Col. Roose- 
velt, and he unhesitatingly assumes all 
responsibility in the matter.

Miss Dumbold, who wore a cool white 
crash suit and a small black hat, was 
introduced by Bugene 8S. Wilson, who 
declared her the leading American au- 
thority on the subject she was to dis-! 
cuss, and said that Kansas City and 
New York had sent for her to help them 
work out their playground plans. 

Miss Rumbold had to strain her voice 
somewhat to be heard by all present. 
She spoke of dance halls which are con- 
sidered objectionable, and said the girls 
from those halls, if placed in proper 
surroundings, would present as refined 
a dance as any that could be seen at 
the Woman’s Club in any of the sea- 
son’s big social functions. 

She told of a Russian woman who met 
at Union Station a number of. immi- 
srants from her own country, and be- 
fore taking them to her home, stopped 
at a public bathhouse with them and 
told them how to take baths. When 
they demurred she told them the United 
States Government required it. 

Would Teach Children to Swim. 

Miss Rumbold also urged that the 
school authorities devise some means 
by which school children, both girls 
and boys, shall be taught to swim, the 
public bathing pools being utilized for 
this purpose. She contended, as an- 
other feature for the general good,’ that 
all school buildings situated near the 
parks and public playgrounds should be 
used as shelter houses by the public in 
case of rain. At present, she asserted, 
St. Louis gets only 4 per cent of use 
from its school buildings. If a busi- 
ress man conducted his affairs on such 
a basis his business soon would meet 
with disaster. 

Under prevailing systems, Miss Rum- 
bold, said, nearly all political meetings 
are held in halls above saloons, the sa- 
leon proprietors and the owners of the 
hall reaping the profit. She believes 
that the schools should be thrown open 
for political meetings. They are paid 
for by taxation, and the taxpayers are 
members of the various political par- 
ties which now have to pay the rent 
of halls for their meetings. “We are 
not getting anything like the use pos- 
sible from our school bulldings,’’ she 
reiterated. “We resemble a family 
which locks up the parlor and lives in 
the kitchen.’”’ When new playgrounds 





are established they should be located } 


near schoo] and civic buildings that may 
be used as shelter houses. 

Miss Rumbold argued earnestly that 
boys and girls should have the free use 
of the school gymnasiums after school 
hours, and that, also, they should be 
permitted to use the school buildings for 
dances. Such dances would attract only 
the pupils of the school and, because 
of this, the girls would know all about 
the boys and their families and would 
be in less danger of meeting objection- 
able boys and young men. 

Chicago, she said, has a tax for parks, 
but not for schools. St. Louis has a 
tax for schools, but not for parks. Chi- 
cago buys a 10-acre piece of ground and 
establishes a‘new park. St. Louis buys 
two acres and establishes a school.

PAPERS IN $10,000,000 
DEAL LOST IN TITANIC 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 19.—When 

Charles M. Hays, president of the 
Grand Trunk Railroad, perished in the 
Titanic disaster he took Into the sea 
with him the signed centracts closing 
a deal for 30,000 acres of coal in Belmont 
County, O. The deal involved the pay- 
ment of $10,000,000 to a syndicate of 
Pittsburg men, who hold options on the 
property. 
The deal was arranged with Hays, 
who went to London and laid the propo- 
sition before the Board of Directors of 
the Grand Trunk. The directors au- 
thorized Hays to close the deal, and 
the necessary papers were signed. 
These were in Hays’ pocket when he 
drowned. 

Since the death of Hays the Pitts- 
burgers have found the Grand Trunk 
officials apparently indifferent to the 
proposed transfer.

SAYS HER ERROR 
FIGURED INWRECK 


Misunderstanding of Phone Mes- 
sage Caused’ Her to. Stop 
Train That Was Hit. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 19.—Mrs. Julla A. wil- 
cox, who was on duty in the signal 
tower at Western Springs last Sunday 
when a fast mail train crashed into the 
rear of the Overland Express of the 
Burlington Railroad, killing 13 persons 
and injuring more than a score of pas- 
sengers, admitted at the Coroner’s in- 
quest that a misunderstanding over a 
telephone message might in part have 
been responsible for the wreck. 


She said she received a telephone mes- / 


sage from Congress Park, just before 
the accident. She understood the mes- 
sage to mean for her to hold passenger 
train No. 4 until a freight train had 
finished switching ahead. She tried to 
stop No. 4, but said it ran.past the 
signal. It developed, she said, that the 
person who telephoned merely wanted 
her to inform Congress Park when train 
No. 4 passed the tower. 
Decided to Stop Train. 

Mrs. Wilcox said she then decided she 
should stop. No. 2, @ passenger train, 
which, she said, ran by the signal, but 
stopped 850 feet beyond the tower. Ten 
mutes later the mail train, No. 3, shot 
past the block set against it, and 
crashed into train No. 2. 

The witness admitted that if she had 
not misunderstood the telephone mes- 
sage she would not have stopped train 
No. 2, and the accident probably would 
not have occurred. 

Coroner Hoffman, members of the 
jury and representatives of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and the 
Illinois Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission, found it difficult to obtain di- 
rect answers to questions. The witness 
frequently argued with her interrogators 
and contradicted some of the testimony 
previously given by Flagman Frank 
Woodworth -of \train No. 2. The latter 
testified that on leaving the passenger 
train after it stopped, he went directly 
back to flag the mail train. Mrs. Wil- 
cox testified that he first went forward 
to the locomotive and then walked back 
toward the signal tower. 

She at first denied Flagman Wood- 
worth’s statement that she had changed 
the signal from ‘“‘danger’’ to “‘clear’’ 
after train No. 2 passed the tower, but 
finally admitted she did make the 
change to instruct passenger train No. 
2’) go on and ‘then threw the danger 
signal again to stop No. 8. 

“The engineer of No; 2 said he did 
not sce the danger signal unt® he was 
right on it,’’ said Coroner Hoffman. 

“That was his fault,” said Mrs. Wil- 
cox.

TALIANS ATTACK 
THE DARDANELLES: | 
LOSE 2 WARSHIPS 


Forts Fire on Eight Torpedo 
Boats and Straits Then Are 
Closed by Turkey. ° 





CONSTANTINOPLE, July 19,—Kight 
Italian torpedo boats attacked the en- 
trance of the Dardanelles at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning. 

The Turkish forts replied vigorously, 
sinking two of the Italian ships and 
damaging the other six.

the Circumstances. 





Twice a Day Hospital Said Child 
Was Better, Then Suddenly 
Came Death News. 





The ground’ upon which the Hospital 
Board Thursday exonerated all city hos- 
pital attaches for the dismemberment 
-of the body of 4-year-old Joseph Maggos 
and boxing it with the carcass of a goat 
for burial in potter’s field, is attacked 


iby Mrs. Constance S. Madison, matron 


of the Niedringhaus Memorial Mission. 

The Hospital Board decided that an 
error in address of the child’s parents, 
2008 Cass avenue, absolved of blame ev- 
erybody conrrected with the affair. Mrs. 
Madison, in a letter to the Post-Dis- 
patch, insists that there was gross negli- 
gence somewhere, and that any reason- 
able precaution might have obviated the 
whole thing. 

Child Became Ill at Mission, 
The Maggos child became ill at the 
auursery of the mission. It was sent 
from there to the hospital, where it 
died. Efforts of its parents to get word 
of it failed, and when they did learn 
it was dead and sent an undertaker for 
the body, the disposition of their son’s 
body was first learned. 

“The Maggos baby,” says Mrs. Madi- 
son’s letter, “who arrived at our day 
nursery, June 14, in a most neglected 
condition, was on the improve until 
Wednesday, July 15. When the mother 
brought the child Wednesday morning 
she said it had been sick all night and 
that in case it grew worse a physician 
was to be called, 

Convulsiong Develup. 

“At 3:15 p. m. the child had _ con- 
vulsions. A physician was summoned, 
who advised the child be sent to the 
hospital. The physician summoned the 
ambulance and the blank supplied by 
the children’s hospital for that pur- 
pose was filled out and sent with the 


jnurse, who,.aecompanied. the child to 


the hospital. ‘The ehild was taken to 
the city hospital. 

“In Jess than a half hour two officers 
called to obtain further information 
about the child. They were told the 
name and the address of the parénts, 
that the child was a Juvenile Court 
case, the name of the officer whose case 
the child was, the name of the physi- 
cian and that ‘the child was sent from 
the Niedringhaus Nursery. And yet no 
one is to blame, for they had no one 
to notify of its death! 

‘This child, who had more people in- 
terested in it than in the average hos- 
pital case, was boxed up for the pot- 
ter’s field was turned over to the_ un- 
dertaker in less than 72 hours after 
death. 

Called Up Twice a Day. 

“When we called up twice a day to 
find out the child’s condition, we were 
informed that it was better, until Fri- 
day morning, at 8 o’clock, when we 
were told the child had died the pre- 
vious. afternoon! When we asked why 
we were not notified of the death at 
‘the nursery, the curt reply was: ‘I don’t 
know anything about it, lady.’ 
“The mother was immediately notified 
by phone that the child was dead. When 
they went to the hospital to get the 
body they were referred to our nursery. 
When we then demanded to know the 
whereabouts of the body we were told 
it had been turned over to an under- 
taker on Chouteau and if we called up 
Hetlage’s, undertakers, we could find 
out all about it. 

Mystery Made of Case. 
“Calling him up, he knew nothing 
about it. Why all this mystery and“no 
one to blame? 

“Every mother on bringing a child to 
the nursery is required to bring the 
name, address and other particulars 
written out. This the mother did, and 
why the original slip brought in read 
Twentieth street (instead of Cass ave- 
nue) can be explained by the mother. 

“But why. two officers, with full in- 
formation of the’ child in the notebook 
of one, and the three other parties, 
aside from the mother, interested in 
the child were not notified is unex- 
plained ‘except by the ‘no one to blame’ 
verdict! Surely if an officer is sent 
for information and he does not report 
on the same, some explanation is re- 
quired of him. 

“Someone Is Responsible,” 

“Someone was responsible, if they did 
not receive the report of these officers 
when they were sent to investigate, and 
someone is responsible for not notifying 
those who committed the child to the 
hospital and "who called up ‘twice daily 
for a report on the child’s condition. 

At the. Hospital Board's investigation 
which found no one to blame, Dr. D. L. 
Harris, bacteriologist, admitted per-
